III. Claims 10-16, drawn to a vending machine with plural staging zones and a 
discharge assistant configured to gate variable sized products, classified in 
class 221, subclass 130. 

IV. Claims 17-21, drawn to a method for adjusting a vending machine stack 
blocking outlet size, classified in class 221, subclass 304. 

3. Inventions I, n, in, and IV are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are 
shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as 
receiving discrete dispensers.
